her home with windows wide open on the Boulevard Pereire, the 
noise of trucks and the railroad keeping up a low roar to which she 
v as long accustomed, It was the sadden closing of these windows, 
opened on the finest day of spring, that gave the signal to those 
waiting and watching without that Bernhardt was dead.
